2. The present application fails to comply with the 
requirements of PCT Article 33(1) since the subject 
matter of claims 1 and 2 does not meet the 
requirement of novelty defined in PCT Article 33(2). 

2.1 Document Dl describes an assembly consisting of a 
contra-angle attachment and a dental instrument 
engageable therewith, which assembly has the same 
features as that of the present invention. In 
particular, Dl describes (the reference signs 
between parentheses apply to this document) an 
instrument provided with: 

(a) a handle (21) provided with a rotary drive means 
(20) directly engageable in the assembled position 
with the handpiece drive means (19), which means 
both have the same direction of rotation; wherein 

(b) the drive means is a gear wheel (20) engageable 
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with a gear wheel (19) provided in the contra-angle 
attachment and secured to a rotary motion 
transmission shaft ; 

(c) the contact point between the two gear wheels is 
at the bottom of the drive gear (figure 2) ; 

(d) the instrument is assembled by placing the head 
above the handle of the instrument (figure 2); and 

(e) the contra-angle attachment comprises a means 
for releasably axially retaining the handle (30, 
figure 4) . 

Claim 1 is not novel. 

2.2 Claim 2 is not novel because Dl also describes an 
instrument with a shoulder (figure 2) adjacent to 
the drive means. 

2.3 The present application fails to comply with the 
requirements of PCT Article 33(1) since the subject 
matter of claim 3 does not meet the requirement of 
inventive step defined in PCT Article 33(3). 

The subject matter of claim 3 differs from the 
content of document D2 in that: "the projecting 
portion is secured to a movable ring counter to a 
return spring and concentrically mounted on the 
outer circumference of the body of the head". It 
would be obvious for a person skilled in the art 
aware of document D7, which describes a ring similar 
to the one described in the present invention, to 
use said ring. 



Claims 4 to 8 comply with the requirements of 
novelty and inventive step of the PCT. 
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
